Council approved $838.50 worth 
of assessm ents for 400 feet of 
Hill st. sanitary sewer, and learn­ 
ed that action on the Glade Run 
project has reached the easement 
stage. As soon as property owners 
have approved the channel effects, 
council will be presented with a 
definite plan and it is possible 
I that action will be seen this sum­ 
mer. 
Council amendedthe parking ordi­ 
nance to prohibit parking on all 
bridges in the borough and on the 
approaches tothe Hickory st. bridge. 
Engineer DeBell thanked all who 
attended the official open house for 
the new sewage plant last week end 
and expressed his pleasure with the 
interest shown. 
Council voted to advertise for 
blacktop bids. The FJ-1 will be used 
on borough streets this summer. 
Memorial field was leased to the 
American Legion for a standstill 
drum corps competition on July 4, 
and the Beaty tennis courts were 
leased to the Jaycees for a fire­ 
men’s water battle the evening of the 
Fourth, from 6 to 9 p. rn. 
A resolution was passed approv­ 
ing flood repair work with govern­ 
ment funds and using Warren em­ 
ployes

possible, and private help where 
needed. 
Daniel Doherty was named auditor

Kinzua Dam Involves 
Unseen Influences 


(Bob Walsh) 


Engineers who have been involved 
in the construction of dams as a part 
of our national conservation plan will 
tell you that every project of this 
nature is opposed by various inter­ 
ests, many times very powerful 
ones. The opposition which has plag­ 
ued die Kinzua dam since it was 
written onto the books as a law has 
been typical of many preceding it. 
We now find a strong bid being 
made to divert the water through 
New York state. We believe this ap­ 
proach represents at least two in­ 
terests. 
There will be those, even as in 
the case of river transportation, who 
honestly believe it is a good idea and 
perhaps for selfish reasons would 
like to see it done. And there are 
those who use it only as a stalling 
device. This latter group is apt to 
be the more powerful of the two. 
This is not a question of which 
plan will do the best job of controll­ 
ing flood waters. The Kinzua dam is 
a part of an overall plan and will be

effective. It is a law on the books and 
lacks 
only 
the appropriation of 
money for its construction. This 
awaits the court decision on the In­ 
dian complaint. 
To change the plan now would 
mean many more years of costly 
floods and lost income. Even if 
the New York idea were a bit bet­ 
ter, which we doubt, and even if 
it cost less, which it obviously 
would not, the loss through delay 
would make it im practical. 
It has been over twenty years 
since the Kinzua dam was approved 
as a part of the Allegheny valley 
plan. We still are waiting. To make 
change would involve rescinding 
the law as it now stands, passing a 
new law, and then years of haggling 
over the property which would be 
lost and the town which would be ad­ 
versely affected through the crea­ 
tion of a lake and canal through New 
York state to the lake. 
You also will find that a dam will 
be needed for the New York plan 
and that many of the acres now af­ 
fected by the Kinzua project, and 
perhaps many that are not, also 
would be dampened by the other 
structure. 
There is no sound argument for 
delay. We have passed the moment 
of conviction. The people up and down 
the river have been convinced that 
they want the protection offered by 
the Kinzua dam and they want it as 
soon as possible. 
The action now centers in Wash­ 
ington, and the more influence we 
can get on our side in the cloak 
rooms, hallways, and sanctums of 
that city, the sooner will the job be 
done. This means we need friends, 
and those can be found along the 
river where the water is vital to 


their very life. 
Powerful interests in Pittsburgh 
should be fighting to save this water 
supply. The same goes for all towns 
along the stream . We should be con­ 
centrating our efforts in this direc­ 
tion rather than walking over old 
trails already well trod, and suc­ 
cessfully so. 
The dam has been sold. Towns 
all along the river have supported 
it. Now we require coordination in 
a positive approach to Washington 
leaders. We need the chambers of 
commerce and the labor unions. 
All who want this water saved for 
Pennsylvania and the job done now 
before millions more are lost to 
damaging floods should be joining 
forces and fighting this Washington 
front battle. 
Don’t underestimate the value of 
this water to power interests and 
others in the lake region. Don’t 
underestimate the influence of tho se 
who constantly fight every step taken 
to preserve our national resources 
when their personal investments are 
even slightly affected. 
The prelim inaries are over, the 
publicity has brought in the crowd, 
and most of it is with us. Now we

A MAJOR DANGER 
Most of us concede that one of the 
major dangers to man's freedom is 
ignorance and underprivilege. To 
overcome this a basic need is en­ 
lightenment. 
This sounds very much like the 
start of the alphabet, but it proves 
far more complicated than that when 
even the best informed among us 
learn that this is not a problem that 
must be worked out for a tribe of 
aborigines in some dark continent, 
nor for the slaves in a dictatorial 
state. We are faced with it right 
here at homel 
Nearly ten per cent of the popula­ 
tion in our own state cannot read. 
The same goes for such advanced 
states as New Jersey andNewYork. 
The South which claims it pro­ 
vides education to the negroes that 
is comparable to that given the 
whites will have a difficult time 
proving it. The figures say that we 
have the most illiteracy in such 
states as Louisiana, South Caro­ 
lina, 
Mississippi, Georgia, Ala­ 
bama, North Carolina, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, and Virginia.

These are the worst among us, 
and in the order named. None has 
a record better than 17 per cent 
illiteracy. Louisiana runs as high 
as 28-1/2 per cent. That means 
over a fourth of the state cannot 
read or write, and this percentage 
applies to Georgia, Mississippi, and 
South Carolina. 
This does not suggest that we in 
the North have much in the area of 
social relations of which we can be 
proud. We, too, have more illiter­ 
ates than are justified, and in our 
freedom of education which opens 
our doors to all races we do not 
practice the social freedom which 
the open doors represent, 
We know of officials in one state 
college who this past year did their 
best to discourage a friendship be­ 
tween students of different races. 
There is a bit more to equal educa­ 
tion than exposure to professors and 
books. 


WHITE SNOBS 
We whose racial history in the sun 
rays for a few million years has 
made our skin and hair a bit dif­ 
ferent from that of others may be 
blinded by our own reflections. We 
are apt to treat the darker races 
as though they were social lepers 
which must be well fed, given every 
opportunity to make good, but only 
if they keep their place and distance. 
It seems inconceivable that to them 
we also may not smell so sweet and 
that if there is anything about us to 
envy it is material and of short-lived 
value. 
Warren and every town in the north 
is loaded with a kind of bright- 
skinned snobbery. We deign to give, 
but do not choose to associate. And 
because of this blindness we do not 
give enough, because we do not see 
the facts. 


HE WHO DOES 
One of the men who has seen and 
is doing much about it is Dr. Frank 
C. Laubach, scholar, educator, m is­ 
sionary, and the originator of a 
common language. He has brought 
light to many people through his 
creation of a form of writing which 
ended illiteracy for those who used 
twenty dialects in the Philippines. 
That was the start. His picture- 
word-syllable charts have opened 
new worlds to millions on all con­ 
tinents, including the United States I 
Simple textbooks have been per­ 
fected to teach adults in ninety- 
three countries and 270 languages. 
Over one hundred million adults 
have learned to read and write by 
the Laubach method, through which 
each one teaches one. 
He then developed Streamlined 
English to help our fifteen million 
illiterates to read and write, and 
even more important, to help the 
world communicate through a com­ 
mon language. 


OTHERS APPROVE 
It is a common language in more 
than chart form. It also finds sup­ 
port from all directions. Vice Pres­ 
ident Nixon said, “ After my trip to 
Latin America, I am entirely con­ 
vinced that illiteracy is one of the 
priority problems we have.” 
Adlai Stevenson stated, “ I agree 
with you emphatically that there is 
much to be done on the educational 
front, and I think that your proposal 
to employ television and motion 
pictures in the illiterate areas of 
the world has great promise.”

In the same release were some 
interesting figures concerning the 
cost of food. hor example, in 1948 
the farm er was receiving $2.81 
for a bushel of wheat. 
You were 
paying 13.8 cents for a pound of 
bread. In 1955 the wheat price 
had dropped to $2.14 a bushel but 
you were paying 17.5 cents for a 
loaf. 
By 19 57 the farm er’s return on 
a bushel had eased off to $2, but 
you were paying 18.8 cents a loaf. 
So, from 1948 to 19 57 the value 
of a bushel of wheat to the far­ 
m er went down 29 per cent while 
the price you were paying for bread 
climbed 38 per cent. 
* Comparing farm prices andwages 
the Grange offers some startling 
angles. An hour’s pay in 1929 would 
buy 6.4 loaves of bread, in 1957 an 
hour of pay would buy eleven loaves 
In 1929

purchase 1.2 pounds of steak. In

pounds of steak. 
In 1929 an hour of pay would buy 
7.8 pints of milk. In 1957 it would 
buy 16.6 pints. 


A pound of butter would take ar 
hour’s pay in 1929. The same pay 
would buy 2.8 pounds in 19 57. 
An hour’s work would get you

dozens of eggs in 1929. In 
19 59 the hour would earn you 3.7 
dozens. 
There are many others, all a- 
bout double or a little more as far 
as the value of your dollar at the 
meat counter or in the grocery 
store is concerned. The farm er is 
saying that your wages have gone 
up 35 per cent while meat prices 
were going up 5,7 per cent.

L I B R A R Y H E L P S O U G H T 
We haven’t heard much about 
the county library service which 
was supposed to start In our area 
this summer, but there is a stir 
In Harrisburg which may play a 
major role In the future of such 
efforts. The demonstration planned 
for Warren county would be financed 
with state, county, federal, and local 
funds. 
A major share of it at the 
s t a r t would come from outside 
sources. 
If the service proves adequate 
and becomes an integral part of 
our lives we must lay plans for 
its survival and for its improve­ 
ment. Much will depend on what 
Harrisburg does. 
Governor Lawrence is follow­ 
ing the suggestions of a commis­ 
sion which has studied the library 
problem for the past two years. 
He is asking the legislature to 
approve a program for public li­ 
brary development. 
There are seven bills involved 
in the effort to "help restore pub­ 
lic library service to its rightful 
place in the total education picture 
in our commonwealth’ . 
The plan calls for four large 
regions to coordinate the state-wide 
service and to serve as resource 
centers. Local libraries receiving 
help in these regions would be 
required to make a minimum fi­ 
nancial effort, but would be allowed 
five years to reach that minimum. 
There would be thirty district 
library centers which would work 
with smaller, local libraries in 
an effort to revive the state’s li­ 
brary service which has deterior­ 
ated so much that seven million 
of the state’s citizens either do not 
have any library service or are 
using grossly inadequate facilities. 
With district cataloguing, book or­ 
dering, and specialized research 
collections there would be major 
I economies effected. 
The cost of this state program 
would be about $700,000 for two 
years, and this has been included 
in the budget. This not only would 
help the local libraries through the 
methods mentioned above, but also 
would assist in the physical im­ 
provement of those libraries on a 
matching fund basis. It would pro­ 
vide training programs for grad­ 
uate library service students which 
should attract people to this work. 
And it would make possible a li­ 
brary development council to act 
as an advisory board. 
It has been stated that there is 
no need for immediate action con­ 
cerning a successor to the late 
Allen E. Gibson who was our as­ 
semblyman. But the library prob­ 
lem is typical of why there should 
be no delay in providing the county 
with a voice in Harrisburg. 
In

assemblymen are in constant con­ 
tact with the Harrisburg legislative 
efforts. We should have an alert 
and informed mind on that job con­ 


stantly. As it is 
vote in the house.

A re You Violating The 
ire Prevention Code? 


Warren recently adopted a fire 
prevention code which is well armed 
with teeth. It is the adoption of a 
code used in many cities and ap­ 
proved by underwriters. The adop­ 
tion of the code gives us a better 
rating in the insurance books. 
in fairness to all we believe some 
of the code which applies to most 
of us should be publicized so that 
you w ill not unknowingly violate the 
law. Here Is such a portion of the 
code; 


A R T IC LE 14 


PRECAUTIONS AGAINST F IR E , 
G EN ERA L 


Section 1401. Bonfires and Outdoor 
Rubbish Fires. 


No person shall deposit hot ash­ 
es or cinders, or smouldering coals, 
or greasy or oily substances liable 
to spontaneous Ignition. 


Section 203. Location. 


No automobile wrecking yard, junk 
yard or waste m aterial handling 
plant shall be located as to serious­ 
ly expose adj oining or adj acent prop­ 
erties. 


Section 204. 
Burning Operations. 


The burning of wrecked or dis­ 
carded automobiles or any parts 
thereof or junk or any waste ma­ 
terials shall be done only in desig­ 
nated open spaces or incinerator 
enclosures approved for burning 
purposes by the Chief of the Fire 
Department. 


a. PER M IT REQ UIRED . No per- 
son shall kindle or maintain any 
bonfire or rubbish fire or author­ 
ize any such fire to be kindled or 
maintained on or in any public street, 
alley, road or other public ground 
without a permit or other proper 
authorization. During construction 
or demolition of buildings or struc­ 
tures no waste m aterials or rubbish 
shall be disposed of by burning on 
the premises or in the immediate 
vicinity without having obtained a 
permit or other proper authoriza­ 
tion. 
b. LOCATION RESTRIC TED . No 
person 
shall kindle or maintain 
any bonfire or rubbish fire or auth­ 
orize any such fire to be kindled 
or maintained on any private land 
unless (I) the location is not less 
than 50 feet from any structure and 
adequate provision is made to pre­ 
vent fire from spreading to within 
50 feet of any structure, or (2) 
the fire is contained in an approved 
waste burner with closed top, lo­ 
cated safely not less than 15 feet 
from any structure. 
c. C H IEF MAY PRO H IBIT. The 
Chief of the F ire Department may 
prohibit any or all bonfires and 
outdoor rubbish fires when atmos­ 
pheric conditions or local circum­ 
stances make such fires hazardous. 


Section 1402. Kindling of Fire on 
Land of Others Restricted. 


No person 
shall kindle a fire 
upon the land of another without 
permission of the owner thereof or 
his agent. 


Section 1403. Use of Torches for 
Removing Paint. 


Any person using a torch or 
other flame-producing device for 
removing paint from any building 
or structure shall provide one ap­ 
proved fire extinguisher or water 
hose connected to the water supply 
on the premises where such burn­ 
ing is done. In all cases, the per­ 
son doing the buring shall remain 
on the premises I hour after the 
torch or flame-producing device 
has been used. 


Section 205. Construction and Pro ­ 
tection Requirements. 


a. Handling and storage of large 
quantities of waste paper, rags or 
other combustible m aterials shal 
not be in a building of wood frame 
or ordinary construction unless the 
building is sprinklered. Vertical 
openings shall be enclosed in an 
approved manner. 
h. Picking rooms shall be sep­ 
arated from storage rooms by con­ 
struction having a fire resistance 
rating of not less than one hour, 
with each door opening provided 
with an approved fire door. Picking 
rooms shall be provided with ex­ 
haust systems of sufficient capacity 
to adequately remove dust and lint.

AFTERNOON WITH THE BULLS 


ARANJUEZ, Spain 
The first of Antonio Ordonez’s 
bulls was small and light and he 
was not a very good bull. Antonio 
did what he could with him but it 
was not much and! 
I don’t remember 
the fight at all. 
The second fight-1 
er 
was 
Manuel 
C h i c u e l o 
2d, 
bearer of a dis­ 
tinguished 
name! 
in 
bullfighting, 
veteran of many I 
fights in the vil-| 
lages. 
He’s a very lit—I 
Ie man, fora m at-| 
ador 
anyhow, 
very crafty, very 
flashy, and enormously popular with 
the crowd. Chicuelo is the Jackie 
Gleason of the bull ring, the man I 
with t h e common touch—very brave, 
very good, and very vulgar. The 
fight was all fireworks, what Bill 
Davis calls a high-wire act. The 
little man strutted and pulled his 
bull into tight turns, much too tight. 
He turned his back on the bull and 
strutted some more. 
In a fight like this, the bull ac-1 
quires some of the vulgarity of the 
man, the character of the charges 
almost exactly matching the temper­ 
ament of the man. Similarly, a noble I 
bullfighter, I think (and many would| 
violently disagree here), endows his 
bull with some of his own grandeur! 
of soul. But it was a spectacular 
fight and the crowd repeatedly bel-1 
lowed. 
• * * 
Then came Jaime Ostos, the baby! 
of the three matadors. He’s very 
handsome and very young. He is 
also a brave bullfighter, a goodj 
bullfighter, and a very foolish one. 
"He fights with his obscenity, not I 
with his head,” says Hemingway.! 
Ostos takes risks he is too young] 
and inexperienced to carry off with 
impunity. I saw him fight three] 
tim es—in Toledo, in Granada, and! 
in Aranjuez—and he was mauled by 
the bull every time but not seriously 
hurt. This luck will not hold for-] 
ever. It is a race now between ex­ 
perience, common sense, or death. 
One of them will overtake Ostos one 
of these days and no one knows 
which. 
Again Ordonez—his second bull, 
the crowd's fourth bull. It was a su­ 
perb animal, best of the afternoon 
(best of many afternoons, said Bill 
Davis), charging straight and fast 
and without warning. "A good bull­ 
fighter prepares his bull for death 
and makes him love what he is 
doing,” says Hemingway. Ordonez 
prepared the fine beast with loving 
care, just enough of the cape, just 
enough of the pie. "Goodl Very 
good!” said Bill Davis of the pica­ 
dor’s lancing. "But now he should 
pull it out.” And at the precise mo­ 
ment, the picador pulled out the 
lance. 
A fine faena loomed; then an e s - 
pontaneo jumped in the ring and 
messed things up. An espontaneo (it 
ought to be explained) is an amateur 
who has had some experience with 
bulls and who dives into bull rings— 
something like the nuts who charge 
out of the stands and slide into sec­ 
ond base at ball gam es—to attract 
a little attention and maybe a con­ 
tract. The only other espontaneo I 
have ever seen--at Seville some 
years ago—was killed by the bull 
in just under a minute. 
This one did better. He made three 
passes, pretty good ones, too, teach­ 
ing the bull a few things he shouldn’t 
know and unlearning some of the 
careful Ordonez instruction. But the 
crowd roared approval. Then the 
matadors lured the bull away with 
their capes. The cops landed on the 
espontaneo, but not before Antonio 
clapped him on the back and offered 
to pay his fine. This was fine and 
generous of him since any matador 
would like to murder an espontaneo 
for messing up his bull.

and a g r e a t matador began. The lines 
of the passes became very sim ­ 
ple, very slow. Just as a good 
painter elim inates and eliminates 
and eliminates, so a classic matador 
scorns the rococco trimmings. The 
bull’s charges—one leading into the 
next one, all part of a m aster design 
—have both grandeur and simplicity 
like the lines of the Parthenon. 
Cape, man, and bull blend into a 
single composition that hangs there 
in air and imprints itself on the 
retine of the mind like the anguish 
of an El Greco. 
This was one of the moments 
that the true afficionado lives for, 
suffering 
through 
countless 
bad 
fights and m ediocre fights huddled 
in the exquisite discomfort that the 
Spaniards build into their bull rings 
to test the mettle of the true lovers 
of the bullfight and to scare away the 
others. In moments like this—when 
bull and bullfighter and crowd, too, 
are caught up in a mutual breath­ 
less wonder—the passes get a little 
bit of immortality. 


Disaster struck without warning. 
Ordonez was going backwards which 
he shouldn’t have been doing and the 
bull for a split second glimpsed the 
blan (a lesson taught him by the e s­ 
pontaneo which he shouldn’t have 
done) on the ground chopped up and 
made rough by the hooves of horses 
and other bulls which the attendants 
should have smoothed but didn’t— 
and all these tiny misdemeanors 


slowed the cape just a fraction of 
a second too long. 
The horn caught Ordonez in the 
left cheek of his obscenity and 
deposited him on the whole obscen­ 
ity. “ We’re not going to Granada 
tonight,” said Papa Hemingway al­ 
m ost before his bullfighter hit the 
ground. Ordonez was on his feet in 
an instant. The other matadors lured 
the bull away, as Ordonez’s manager 
and handlers charged in, trying to 
pull their bullfighter out of the ring. 
“ Is he bleeding?” said Bill Davis. 
“ He’s bleeding.” The blood was 
staining the black and red trousers 
in a neat round way. 
“ Bad luck,” muttered Bill Davis. 
Ordonez pulled away from his 
handlers, limping, holding him sell 
very erect, moving very slowly. The 
handlers, still pleading, backed out 
of the ring. The crowd was hushed, 
respectful. To square his bull, Or­ 
donez made a slow pa ss, agonizingly 
slow. The bull charged, wheeled, and 
was still—his forefeet well placed 
and together. Ordonez sighted down 
his 
sword 
and with his ebbing 
strength went in over the horn. It 
was a marvelously clean and beauti­ 
ful kill and, as his banderilleros 
carried him from the ring to the 
waiting ambulance which took him 
to the hospital in Madrid where he 
still lies, he was awarded both ears 
and the tail of the brave bull he had 
killed.
